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The Charter of the City of Akron 


We, the people of the City of Akron, under the authority 
of the Constitution of Ohio, do ordain and establish this charter 
for the City of Akron. 


CORPORATE POWERS, RIGHTS, AND PRIVILEGES. 


Section 1.. Name, Boundaries, and Powers. The inhabi- 
tants of the City of Akron, as its limits now are, or may here- 
after be, shall be a body politic and corporate by name The 
City of Akron, and as such shall have perpetual succession ; 
may use a corporate seal; may sue and be sued; may acquire 
property in fee simple or lesser interest or estate by purchase, 
gift, devise, appropriation, lease, or lease with privilege to pur- 
chase, for any municipal purpose; may sell, lease, hold, manage, 
and control such property, and make any and all rules and 
regulations by ordinance or resolution which may be required 
to carry out fully all the provisions of any conveyanee, deed, 
or will, in relation to any gift or bequest, or the provisions of 
any lease by which it may acquire property ; may acquire, con- 
struct, own, lease and operate and regulate public utilities; 
may levy and collect taxes for general and special purposes 
on all the subjects or objects which the city may lawfully tax; 
may levy and collect assessments for local improvements; may 
borrow money on the faith and eredit of the city by the issue 
or sale of bonds or notes of the city ; may appropriate the money 
of the city for all lawful purposes; may create, provide for, 
construct, regulate and maintain all things of the nature of 
public works and improvements; may license and regulate per- 
sons, corporations and associations engaged in any business, 
occupation, profession or trade; may define, prohibit, abate, 
suppress and prevent all things detrimental to the health, 
morals, comfort, safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabi- 
tants of the city, and all nuisances and causes thereof; may 
regulate the construction, height, and the material used in all 


buildings, and the maintenance and ocenpaney thereof; may 
regulate and control the use, for whatever purposes, of the 
streets and other public places; may create, establish, abolish 
and organize offices and fix the salaries and compensations of 
all officers and employees; may make and enforce local police, 
sanitary and other regulations; and may pass such ordinances 
as may be expedient for maintaining and promoting the peace, 
good government and welfare of the city, and for the per- 
formance of the functions thereof. The city shall have all 
powers that now are, or hereafter may be granted to munici- 
palities by the constitution or laws of Ohio; and all such powers, 
whether express or implied, shall be exercised and enforced in 
the manner prescribed by this charter, or when not prescribed 
herein, in such manner as shall be provided by ordinance or 
resolution. 

Section 2. Enumerated Powers Not Exclusive. The enu- 
meration of particular powers by this charter shall not be held 
or deemed to be exclusive, but, in addition to the powers enu- 
merated herein, implied thereby or appropriate to the exercise 
thereof, the city shall have and may exercise all other powers 
which, under the constitution and laws of Ohio, it would be 
competent for this charter specifically to enumerate. 


LEGISLATIVE. 


Section 3. Council. All legislative power of the city, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided in this charter, shall be vested in 
and be exercised by a council, which shal} consist of a mayor 
and two councilmen. They shall be elected as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and, except the judge and the clerk of the police court, 
shall be the only elective officers of the city. 

Section 4. Qualifications of Mayor and Councilmen. The 
mayor and councilmen shall be electors of the city. They shall 
not hold any other public office or employment except that of 
notary public or member of the state militia, and shall not be 
interested in any contract with the city. If the mayor or a 
councilman shall cease to possess any of such qualifications, he 
shall forthwith forfeit his office. 

Section 5. Terms of Mayor and Councilmen. The mayor 
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and the councilmen shall each be elected for a term of four 
years, commencing on the first day of January next following 
their election; provided, that the two councilmen first elected 
under this charter shall each be elected for a term of two years. 


Section 6. Filling of Vacancies. If a vacancy shall occur 
in the council, other than in the office of mayor, the same 
shall be filled by the council by appointing thereto some 
person possessing the qualifications for councilman _here- 
inbefore specified. If two such vacancies should exist 
at the same time, the same shall be filled by the 
mayor by appointing thereto two persons possessing the quali- 
fications aforesaid. If two such vacancies and a vacancy in 
the office of mayor should exist at the same time, all such vacan- 
cies shall be filled by the clerk of council, the auditor and the 
solicitor by appointing some person possessing the qualifica- 
tions aforesaid as mayor and two persons possessing such 
qualifications as councilmen. The clerk of council, the auditor 
and the solicitor shall be ex officio acting councilmen for the 
purpose of such appointments, and two of said officers shall be 
a quorum for such purpose. Every vacaney filled as preseribed 
in this section shall be filled for the unexpired term of the 
office so filled, provided, that if such unexpired term shall ex- 
tend beyond the first day of January immediately following 
the next regular municipal election in the city, such vacancy 
shall be filled as aforesaid only until a successor is elected and 
becomes qualified, and such suecessor shall be elected for the 
remainder of the term at such next regular municipal election. 
Nominations of candidates as such successor shall be made in 
the manner provided in this charter for making nominations 
of candidates for elective offices. This section shall not apply 
to a vacancy in any office resulting from removal of the incum- 
bent by recall or to a vacaney oecurring therein after an elec- 
tion for the removal of the incumbent has been ordered. 


Section 7. Mayor to be President of Council and a Mem- 
ber Thereof. The mayor shall be president of the council. He 
shall have the right to vote on all questions coming before the 
council and shall have all the powers and duties of a ecouncil- 
man and be ex officio a councilman. 
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Section 8. Vice-Presidents of the Council. The council 
shall elect one councilman to be first vice-president of the coun- 
cil and the other councilman to be second vice-president there- 
of. When the mayor is absent from the city or is unable for 
any cause to perform his duties, the first vice-president of the 
council shall be acting mayor, and when both the mayor and 
the first vice-president of the council are absent or unable to 
perform their duties as aforesaid, the second vice-president of 
the council shall be acting mayor. When the office of mayor 
becomes vacant, unless the incumbent has been removed by 
recall or the vacancy has occurred after an election for his 
removal has been ordered, the first vice-president of the council 
shall become mayor and serve for the unexpired term, or until 
a successor is elected and qualified, and the second vice-presi- 
dent of the council shall become first vice-president thereof. 
The vacancy in the council thus created shall be filled as pro- 
vided in section six of this charter. If such vacancies should 
exist at the same time in the offices of mayor and of first vice- 
president of the council, the second vice-president of the coun- 
cil shall become mayor as aforesaid. The vacancies in the 
council then existing shall be filled as provided in said section 
six, and the council shall elect a first vice-president and a sec- 
ond vice-president as aforesaid. 


Section 9. Clerk of Council. The council shall elect a 
clerk. His duties shall be such as are provided by law for 
clerks of council of cities, and such as are or may be prescribed 
by ordinance. 


Section 10. Quorum. T’'wo members of the council shall be 
a quorum for the exercise of any power conferred upon the 
council by this charter. The attendance of an absent member 
or absent members may be enforced in such manner and under 
such penalties as may be prescribed by ordinance. 

Section 11. Council Judge of Election of Its Members. 


The council shall be the judge of the election and qualification 
of its members. 


Section 12. Rules of Council. The council shall deter- 
mine its own rules of procedure and keep a journal of its pro- 
ceedings. 


Section 13. Regular and Special Meetings. The council 
shall prescribe by ordinance the time and place of its regular 
meetings and the manner of calling special meetings. 

Section 14. Meetings of Council to be Public. All sessions 
of the council shall be open to the public. 

Section 15. Records of Council to be Public. The journal 
of proceedings of the council and the records of ordinances and 
resolutions shall be public records. 

Section 16. Salaries of Mayor and Councilmen. The sal- 
aries and amounts of the official bonds of the mayor and the 
councilmen shall be fixed by ordinance, provided, that the 
salary of the mayor first elected under this charter shall be 
four thousand dollars ($4,000.00) per annum, and he shall give 
bond in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00), and that 
the salaries of the two councilmen first elected hereunder shall 
each be three thousand six hundred dollars ($3,600.00) per 
annum, and they shall each give bond in the sum of five thou- 
sand dollars ($5,000.00). Such salaries, unless otherwise pro- 
vided by ordinance, shall be paid in equal semi-monthly 
installments. 


Section 17. Council to Elect Auditor and Solicitor. The 
council shall elect an auditor and a solicitor for the terms pre- 
scribed respectively in sections thirty-six (36) and thirty-seven 
(37) of this charter, and, in case of death, resignation, removal 
or disability of either, shall elect a successor for the unexpired 
term. The council shall have power to discharge either the 
auditor or the solicitor by adoption of an order declaring his 
discharge. The vote on the adoption of such order shall be by 
ayes and nays, and be entered on the journal of proceedings 
of the council, and the order shall be recorded in the book in 
which the resolutions and ordinances of the council are re- 
corded. 


Section 18. Council to Determine Number of Officers and 
Employees. Except as otherwise provided in this charter, the 
council shall determine the number of officers and employees 
in the city government and in each department thereof; may, 
consistent with law and with this charter, prescribe the duties 
of such officers and employees; may assign an officer or em- 
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ployee to one or more of the departments; may require an 
officer or employee to perform duties in two or more depart- 
ments; and may make such other rules and regulations, not 
inconsistent with this charter, as may be deemed necessary or 
proper for the economical conduct of the affairs of the city. 


Section 19. Council to Fix Compensation and Amounts of 
Bonds of Officers and Employees. Hxcept as otherwise pro- 
vided in this charter, the council shall fix the salaries and 
compensation of all officers and employees of the city, and the 
amount of their respective bonds, if any is required. The 
council, in its discretion, may secure a surety bond in such 
amount as it may determine to include any or all officers and 
employees of the city of whom bonds may be required, the cost 
of which shall be paid by the city. The salary of no elective 
officer shall be increased or diminished during the term for 
which he may have been elected. All fees pertaining to any 
office shall be paid into the city treasury. 


Section 20. Ordinances and Resolutions. The action of 
council shall be by ordinance or resolution, provided, that this 
shall not apply to action accepting a bid for work and direct- 
ing the appropriate director to enter into a contract, to action 
ordering the dismissal of an officer, to action ordering an elee- 
tion, or to action directing an officer or board to furnish the 
council with information as to the affairs of any office, de- 
partment or board. The passing, recording and authenticating 
of ordinances and resolutions and all proceedings relating 
thereto shall be in all respects as provided by law, except that 
no ordinance or resolution shall require the approval of the 
mayor. The style of all ordinances shall be as provided by law. 


Section 21. Council Successor to Certain Public Bodies. 
The council shall be the successor to the following public 
bodies of said city in existence when this charter shall become 
effective for all purposes: the council, the board of control, the 
board of trustees of the sinking fund, and the depositary com- 
mission, and shall exercise their powers and perform their 
duties, not in conflict with the provisions of this charter, and 
shall be the successor to the board of health of said eity with 
respect to all legislative powers and duties thereof. 
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EXECUTIVE AND ADMINISTRATIVE. 


Section 22. Officers in Whom Executive and Administra- 
tive Power is Vested. Except as otherwise provided in this 
charter, all executive and administrative power of the city shall 
be vested in the mayor and in the directors hereinafter men-_ 
tioned. 


Section 23. Mayor and His Duties. The mayor shall be 
the chief executive officer of the city and the chief con- 
servator of the peace therein, and, besides his powers 
and duties as a member of the council and as_ president 
thereof, as hereinbefore prescribed, and his powers and 
duties as director of public safety, as hereinafter pre- 
seribed, it shall be his duty to see that the laws of the State of 
Ohio and the ordinances of the city are faithfully obeyed and 
enforced within the city and to appoint all officers and em- 
ployees of the city whose election or appointment is not other- 
wise expressly provided for by law, by this charter, or by 
ordinance, and he shall have such other powers and duties, not 
in conflict with the provisions of this charter, as are provided 
by law for mayors of cities. 


Section 24. Departments and Directors Thereof. There 
shall be three executive and administrative departments, with 
a director in charge of each, as follows: 1. Department of 
public safety. 2. Department of public works. 3. Department 
of public service. The department of public safety shall be ad- 
ministered by the mayor, who shall be ex officio director of said 
department. The council shall designate one councilman to be 
director of public works, and the other councilman to be diree- 
tor of public service. Each director shall keep a record of his 
proceedings. 


Section 25. Powers and Duties of Director of Public 
Safety. The director of public safety shall be the chief ex- 
ecutive head of the police and fire departments; shall classify 
the service in each of said departments in conformity with the 
ordinance determining the number ef persons to be employed 
therein, and make rules for the regulation and discipline of 
said departments; shall have the exclusive management and 
control of all officers, surgeons and employees in said depart- 
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ments not in the classified service; and may commission private 
policemen, under such rules and regulations as may be pro- 
vided by ordinance. 


He shall supervise the erection and repair of police 
stations, fire department buildings, hospitals, pest houses, 
and all charitable and reformatory institutions, and make 
all contracts and expenditures of money for acquiring 
lands for the erection, enlarging or repairing thereof; shall 
make all contracts with reference to the management of 
the police and fire departments and the institutions aforesaid 
and for purchasing the apparatus, equipment and supplies 
necessary for such departments and institutions and for all 
other institutions and undertakings under his supervision; 
shall be the chief administrative authority in all matters relat- 
ing to health, sanitation and correction, and shall have the ad- 
ministrative powers and duties conferred or imposed by law on 
boards of health; shall manage and control all reecreative facili- 
ties, including parks, playgrounds, public gymnasiums and 
social centers, and have charge of the inspection and super- 
vision of all public amusements and entertainments; shall be 
the chief administrative authority in the inspection and regula- 
tion of buildings and other structures; and shall have super- 
vision of weights and measures and may appoint a sealer of 
weights and measures for the term and with the powers and 
duties provided by law. 


Section 26. Powers and Duties of Director of Public 
Works. The director of public works shall supervise the 
improving of streets and alleys by grading, draining, 
curbing, paving and re-paving, and by constructing sidewalks, 
retaining walls and sewers; shall supervise the construction of 
bridges, viaducts, sidewalks, sewers, drains, ditches, culverts, 
sewage and garbage disposal plants, public toilet or comfort 
stations, public buildings, except public libraries, buildings by 
this charter placed under the supervision of the director of 
public safety, and buildings connected with the waterworks; 
and, except as otherwise provided in this charter, shall super- 
vise the construction of all public improvements and public 
works. 


. 
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Section 27. Powers and Duties of Director of Public 
Service. The director of public service shall manage, con- 
duct, control and supervise the waterworks, furnish supplies 
of water, and collect the water rents; shall manage, conduct, 
control and supervise all other public utilities which the city 
may acquire, construct or operate; shall supervise the repair 
and maintenance of streets, alleys, bridges, viaducts, sidewalks, 
sewers, drains, ditches, sewage and garbage disposal plants, 
market houses, publie toilet or comfort stations, and all other 
publie buildings and public works except those by this charter 
placed under the supervision of the director of public safety, 
and except public libraries; shall supervise the sprinkling and 
cleaning of streets and alleys and the lighting of streets, alleys 
and other public places; shall manage and supervise market 
houses and public toilet or comfort stations; shall supervise 
the erection and maintenance of signs on streets and alleys 
giving the names thereof; and shall have all the powers and 
duties, not in conflict with this charter, conferred or imposed 
by law upon directors of public service. 


Section 28. Duties of Directors May Be Changed by Ordi- 
nance. The distribution of powers and duties among the three 
directors of departments as provided in the last three preced- 
ing sections, except the powers and duties specified in the first 
paragraph of section twenty-five, may be changed by ordi- 
nance; and executive and administrative powers and duties 
not provided for in said sections may be assigned to a director 
or directors by ordinance. 


Section 29. Power of Directors to Employ and Discharge. 
The director of each department, except as otherwise provided 
by this charter, shall have the management, supervision and 
control of all affairs and property within his department, sub- 
ject to such regulations as may be prescribed by ordinance. He 
shall appoint all employees within his department, and, except 
as otherwise provided by this charter, may discharge any em- 
ployee therein; provided, that he may delegate to any subordi- 
nate within his department the power to employ and discharge 
day laborers and unskilled workmen. 


Section 30. Power of Directors to Contract, Employ Labor, 
ll 


and Purchase Supplies and Materials. The director of each de- 
partment shall make all purchases of supplies and materials 
and provide all labor for his department, provided, that 
nothing in this section shall prevent the establishment of 
a sub-department of purchase, construction, and repair, 
and the making of such purchases by such sub-department. 
He may do any work under the supervision of his department 
either by contract, or by the direct employment of the labor and 
the purchase of the supplies and materials necessary therefor. 
He may make an expenditure exceeding five hundred dollars 
only after such expenditure has been authorized and directed 
by ordinance. If such expenditure is for work under his super- 
vision, said ordinance may provide that such work shall be 
done by the direct employment of labor and the purchase of 
supplies and materials as aforesaid. Unless said ordinance 
provides that such work shall be done by the direct employ- 
ment of labor and the purchase of supplies and materials as 
aforesaid, such work shall be done by contract, and the director 
shall advertise for bids for such work in the manner provided 
in sections sixty (60) and sixty-one (61) of this charter and 
proceed as hereinafter provided. 


Section 31. Requirements of Bids. Each bid shall contain 
the full name of every person or company interested therein 
and shall be accompanied by a sufficient bond or certified check 
on a solvent bank conditioned that if the bid is accepted a con- 
tract will be entered into and the performance of it properly 
secured. If the work bid for embraces both labor and ma- 
terial, the council may, in its discretion, require that the price 
of such labor and the price of such material be separately 
stated in the bids; and if the work bid for is the erection, re- 
pair, alteration, or rebuilding of a public building, bridge or 
other improvement in which shall enter two or more separate 
and distinct trades or kinds of mechanical labor, employment 
or business, the council, in its discretion, shall require separate 
and distinct proposals to be made for furnishing such materials 
or doing such work, or both, for each of such separate and 
distinct trades, or kinds of mechanical labor, employment or 
business. 
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Section 32. Opening of Bids and Proceedings in Relation 
Thereto. The appropriate director, at twelve o’clock noon on 
the last day for filing the bids hereinbefore mentioned, shall 
publicly open and read such bids. No bid shall be accepted and 
a contract awarded thereon except by the council by adoption 
of a motion or order directing such director to enter into such 
contract. All votes on such motions and orders shall be by 
ayes and nays and be entered on the journal of proceedings of 
the council. The council shall award the contract to the lowest 
and best bidder, but may reject any and all bids. When there 
is reason to believe that there is collusion or combination among 
the bidders, the council shall reject the bids of those concerned 
therein. 


Section 33. The Contract and Alterations or Modifications 
Therein. The contract shall be signed by the contractor and by 
- the director on behalf of the city. The contract may provide 
a bonus per day for completion of the contract prior to a speci- 
fied date and for exaction of a like sum as liquidated damages 
for every day of delay beyond a specified date. When it be- 
comes necessary, in the opinion of the director, in the prosecu- 
tion of the work or improvement under such contract, to make 
alterations or modifications in such contract, such alterations 
or modifications may be made only upon his order, but such 
order shall be of no effect until the price to be paid for the 
work and material, or both, under the altered or modified con- 
tract, has been agreed upon in writing and signed by the con- 
tractor and by such director on behalf of the city and has been 
approved by the council. Every such contract and every such 
agreement respecting alterations or modifications shall be ex- 
ecuted in three copies, one of which shall be delivered to the 
contractor, one of which shall be filed in the office of such 
director, and one of which shall be filed in the office of the 
auditor. 


Section 34. Certificate of Auditor Required. No contract, 
agreement or other obligation involving the expenditure of 
money shall be entered into by any officer or board of the city, 
nor shall any ordinance or resolution for the expenditure of 
money be passed by the council, unless the auditor first certifies 
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to the council or to the proper officer or board, as the case may 
be, that the money required for such contract, agreement, or 
other obligation, or to pay such expenditure is in the treasury 
of the city to the credit of the fund from which it is to be 
drawn, and not appropriated for any other purpose, which 
certificate shall be filed and immediately recorded. The sum 
so certified shall not thereafter be considered unappropriated 
until the city is discharged from such contract, agreement or 
obligation, or so long as such ordinance or resolution is in force. 


Section 35. Contracts and Proceedings—When Void. All 
contracts, agreements, or other obligations entered into, all 
ordinances and resolutions passed, and all orders adopted, con- 
trary to the provisions of sections thirty-one (381), thirty-two 
(32), thirty-three (33) and thirty-four (34) of this charter, 
shall be void, and no person whatever shall have any claim or 
demand against the city thereunder, nor shall the council, or 
any officer, board or commissioner of the city waive or qualify 
the limits fixed by any such ordinance, resolution or order, or 
fasten upon the city any liability whatever in excess of such 
limits, or release any party from an exact compliance with his 
contract under such ordinance, resolution or order. 


Section 36. Auditor—His Powers and Duties. The audi- 
tor shall keep the books of the city; shall have supervision of 
the accounts, books and records of all officers and employees 
of the city receiving and disbursing moneys of the city; shall 
have all the powers and duties conferred or imposed by law 
upon auditors of cities; and shall be ex officio treasurer of the 
city and have the powers and duties conferred or imposed by 
law upon treasurers of cities. [is term of office, subject to the 
power to discharge vested in the council, shall be four years, 
commencing on the same date as the term of the mayor. 


Section 37. Solicitor—His Powers and Duties. The solici- 
tor shall be the legal counsel and attorney for the city and 
the several officers provided in this charter and shall have all 
the powers and duties conferred or imposed by law upon 
solicitors of cities. IHlis term of office, subject to the power to 
discharge vested in the council, shall be four years, commence- 
ing on the same date as the term of the mayor. 
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Section 38. Trustees of the Sinking Fund. The council 
shall be the board of trustees of the sinking fund of the city, 
and shall have all the powers and duties, not inconsistent with 
this charter, conferred or imposed by law upon trustees of the 
sinking fund of cities. The mayor shall be president and the 
auditor secretary of said board. The trustees shall elect one 
of their number as vice-president, who, in the absence or dis- 
ability of the president, shall perform his duties and exercise 
his powers. Said board shall draw money by check only, 
signed by the president and at least one other member of the 
board, and attested by the clerk of the board. 


Section 39. Board of Trustees of Public Library. The 
erection, equipment, custody, control and administration of 
free public libraries established by the city shall be vested in 
such number of trustees as provided by law. The existing 
board of trustees of the public library of the city shall con- 
tinue, with the executive and administrative powers and duties 
conferred or imposed by law upon boards of trustees of public 
libraries of cities, and, at the expiration of the respective 
terms of the members of said board in office when this charter 
goes into effect, their successors shall be appointed by the 
mayor in the manner and for the terms provided by law, and 
any vacancy in said board shall be filled by like appointment 
for the unexpired term. 


Section 40. Civil Service Commission. There shall be a 
civil service commission, with the powers and duties conferred 
or imposed by law upon municipal civil service commissions. 
The civil service commissioners of the city in office when this 
charter goes into effect shall continue, with the powers and 
duties provided by law, and, at the expiration of the respective 
terms of said commissioners, the successors to said commis- 
sioners shall be appointed in the manner and for the terms 
provided by law, and, in case of a vacancy in the office of any 
such commissioner the vacancy shall be filled by a like ap- 
pointment for the unexpired term. 
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JUDICIAL. 


Section 41. Police Court and Judge and Clerk thereof to 
Continue. The police court of the city and the offices of judge 
and clerk thereof shall continue until changed or abolished by 
law or by this charter. 


5. 


ELECTIONS. 


Section 42. Election of Officers. All elective officers shall 
be elected at large by the electors of the city at the time and in 
the manner provided by law for electing municipal officers, and 
the first election under this charter shall be held in the year 
1913. Nomination of candidates for all elective offices shall be 
made by petition in the manner provided by law. 


INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM. 


Section 43. Manner of Exercise of Initiative. Ordinances 
and resolutions providing for the exercise of any and all 
powers of government, granted by the constitution, or now 
delegated, or hereafter delegated to municipal corporations by 
the General Assembly, may be proposed by initiative petition. 
Such initiative petition must contain the signatures of not 
less than ten (10) per centum of the electors of the city. When 
there shall have been filed with the officer, officers or board hav- 
ing control of elections in the city, a petition signed by the 
atforestated required number of electors proposing an ordinance 
or resolution, the full text of which shall have been set forth 
in such initiative petition, such election officer, officers or board 
shall submit, for the approval or the rejection of the electors of 
the city, the proposed ordinance or resolution at the next suc- 
ceeding regular or general election occurring subsequent to 
thirty (30) days after the filing of any such initiative 
petition. Any ordinance or resolution proposed by initiative 
petition may also be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
city at a special election instead of a regular or general elec- 
tion; provided, that thirty (30) days’ notice is given by the 
council, and such election is regularly called by the council in 
the manner provided by law. 
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Section 44. Measures Subject to Referendum. Any ordi- 
nance or resolution passed by the council shall be subject to the 
referendum, except as hereinafter provided. 


Section 45. When Ordinances and Resolutions Shall Be- 
come Effective. No ordinance or resolution shall go into effect 
until thitty (30) days after it shall have been passed by the 
council, except as hereinafter provided. 

Section 46. Referendum, How Ordered and When Held. 
When a petition signed by ten (10) per centum of the electors 
of the city shall have been filed with the election officer, officers, 
or board having control of elections in the city, within thirty 
(30) days after any ordinance or resolution shall have been 
passed by the council, ordering that such ordinance or resolu- 
tion be submitted to the electors of the city for their approval 
or rejection, such election officer, officers, or board shall cause 
to be submitted to the electors of the city for their approval or 
rejection such ordinance or resolution at the next succeeding 
regular or general election, in any year occurring subsequent 
to thirty (30) days after the filing of such petition; provided, 
however, that such ordinance or resolution may be submitted 
to the qualified electors of the city at a special election instead 
of a regular or general election, provided that thirty (30) days’ 
notice is given by the council, and such election is regularly 
called by the council in the manner provided by law. No such 
ordinance or resolution shall go into effect until and unless 
approved by the majority of those voting upon the same. 
Nothing in this article shall prevent the city, after the passage 
of any ordinance or resolution, from proceeding at once to 
give any notice or make any publication required by such or- 
dinance or resolution. 


Section 47. Application of Referendum. Whenever the 
council is by law required to pass more than one ordinance or 
resolution to complete the legislation necessary to make and 
pay for any public improvement, the provisions of sections 
forty-three (43) to forty-eight (48), inclusive, in this charter 
shall apply only to the first ordinance or resolution re- 
quired to be passed, and not to any subsequent ordi- 
nances and resolutions relating thereto. Ordinances or 
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resolutions providing for appropriations for the current 
expenses of the city or for street improvements peti- 
tioned for by the owners of a majority of the feet front of the 
property benefited and to be specially assessed for the cost 
thereof as provided by law, and emergency ordinances or reso- 
lutions necessary for the immediate preservation of tle public 
peace, health or safety shall go into immediate effect. Such 
emergency ordinances or resolutions must, upon a yea and nay 
vote, receive the vote of two-thirds of all the members elected 
to the council, and the reasons for such necessity shall be set 
forth in one section of the ordinance or resolution. The pro- 
visions of sections forty-three (43) to forty-eight (48), inelu- 
sive, of this charter shall apply to pending legislation provid- 
ing for any public improvement. 

Section 48. The Petition—Requirements, Construction, 
and Effect of Election. Any initiative or referendum petition 
may be presented in separate parts, but each part of any initi- 
ative petition shall contain a full and correct capy of the title 
and text of the proposed ordinance or resolution, and each part 
of any referendum petition shall contain the number and a full 
and correct copy of the title of the ordinance or resolution 
sought to be referred. Each signer of any such initiative or 
referendum petition must be an elector of the city and shall 
place on such petition, after his name, the date of signing, his 
place of residence, including street and number, if any, and the 
ward and precinct. Each part of such petition shall contain 
the affidavit of the person soliciting the signatures to the same, 
which affidavit shall contain a statement of the number of 
signers of such part of such petition and shall state that to the 
best of his knowledge and belief each of the signatures con- 
tained on such part is the genuine signature of the person whose 
name it purports to be, and believes that such persons are elec- 
tors of the city and that they signed such petition with knowl- 
edge of the contents thereof. The petitions and signatures upon 
such petitions shall be prima facie presumed to be in all 
respects sufficient. No ordinance or resolution submitted to the 
electors of the city and receiving an affirmative majority of the 
votes cast thereon, shall be held ineffective or void on account 
of the insufficiency of the petitions by which such submission 
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of the same shall have been procured, nor shall the rejection 
by a majority of the votes cast thereon of any ordinance or 
resolution submitted to the electors of the city be held invalid 
for such insufficiency. The basis upon which the required 
number of petitioners in any case shall be determined shall be 
the total number of votes cast for the office of mayor at the last 
preceding election therefor. 


REMOVAL OF ELECTIVE OFFICERS BY RECALL. 


Section 49. Procedure. Any elective officer of the city 
may be removed from office by recall. The procedure to effect 
such removal shall be as follows: 


1. A petition signed by qualified electors equal in 
number to at least twenty per centum of those who voted in the 
city at the last preceding municipal election, and de- 
manding the election of a successor to the person sought 
to be removed, shall be filed with the clerk of council, which 
petition shall contain a general statement, in not more than two 
hundred words, of the grounds upon which such removal is 
sought. 

2. Petition papers shall be procured only from the clerk 
of the council, who shall keep a sufficient number thereof on 
file for use as herein provided. Prior to the issuance of such 
petition papers an affidavit shall be made by one or more quali- 
fied electors of the city and filed with the clerk, stating the 
name and office of the officer sought to be removed. The clerk, 
upon issuing any such petition paper, shall enter, in a record 
to be kept in his office, the name of the elector to whom issued, 
the date of such issuance, and the number of papers issued, and 
shall certify upon each paper the name of the elector to whom 
issued and the date of issuance. No petition paper so issued 
shall be accepted as part of a petition unless it bears such cer- 
tificate of the clerk and unless it is filed as provided in this 
section. 

3. Such petition shall be addressed to the council, and 
each signer shall place on such petition, after his name, the 
date of signing, his place of residence, including street and 
number, if any, and the ward and precinct. Such signatures 
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need not all be on one paper. A_ person shall be 
designated in such petition to receive the same in case of 
return thereof by the clerk of ceuncil for insufficiency thereof, 
as hereinafter provided in this section. One of the signers of 
every such paper shall make affidavit thereto that each signa- 
ture thereon is the genuine signature of the person whose name 
it purports to be. All such papers for the removal of any one 
officer shall be fastened together and be filed as one instrument 
within thirty days after the filing with the clerk of the affidavit 
stating the name and office of the officer sought to be removed. 
The clerk of council, within ten days after the filing of such pe- 
tition, shall determine the sufficiency of such petition and at- 
tach thereto a certificate showing the result of his examination. 
If the clerk shall certify that the petition is insufficient, he shall 
set forth in the certificate the particulars in which the petition 
is defective, and shall return a copy of the certificate to the 
person designated in such petition to receive it. 


4. Such recall petition may be amended at any time within 
twenty days after the making of a certificate of insufficiency 
by the clerk, by filing a supplementary petition upon additional 
petition papers, issued, signed and filed as provided in this 
section for the original petition. The elerk shall, within ten 
days after such amended petition is filed, make like examination 
of the amended petition, and if his certificate shall show the 
same to be still insufficient, he shall return it to the person 
designated in such petition to receive it, without prejudice, 
however, to the filing of a new petition. 


5. If the clerk of council shall determine that the petition 
or amended petition is sufficient, he shall at once submit the 
same with his certificate to the council and forthwith notify the 
officer sought to be recalled of such action. If the officer whose 
removal is sought shall not resign within five days after such 
notice, the council shall thereupon by order fix a day for hold- 
ing a recall election. Such election shall be held not less than 
forty nor more than sixty days after the petition has been sub- 
mitted to the council as aforesaid, at the time of holding any 
general or special election held within such period, but if no 
such election shall be held within such period, the council shall 
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order a special recall election to be held within the time afore- 
said. 

6. The clerk of council shall forthwith transmit a duly 
certified copy of such order to the deputy state supervisors of 
elections of Summit County, Ohio, or their successors. The elec- 
tion authorities shall cause publication of notice and all ar- 
rangements to be made for holding such election, and the same 
shall be conducted and the result thereof returned and declared 
in all respects as are the results of general municipal elections. 


7. Nominations of candidates to succeed the officer sought 
to be removed shall be made by petition in the manner herein- 
before provided for nominating candidates for elective offices, 
and such petition shall be filed with the election authorities 
aforesaid at least twenty-five days prior to such election. 


8. Each ballot at such election shall have printed thereon 
the following question: ‘‘Shall (name of person) be removed 
from the office of (name of office) by recall?’’ Immediately fol- 
lowing such question, there shall be printed on the ballot the 
following two propositions in the following order: 


‘Ror the recall of (name of person).”’ 
‘* Against the recall of (name of person) 
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Immediately to the left of each of said propositions shall 
be placed a square in which the elector, by making a cross (X) 
mark, may vote for either of such propositions. 


9. Under such propositions shall be printed the names of 
the candidates to fill the vacancy. Immediately to the left of 
the name of each candidate shall be placed a square in which the 
elector, by making a cross (X) mark, may vote for such ecandi- 
date. The name of the officer whose removal is sought shall not 
appear on the ballot as a candidate to succeed himself. 


10. In any such election, if a majority of the votes cast 
on the question of removal is affirmative, the person whose re- 
moval is sought shall thereupon be deemed removed from office 
upon the announcement of the official canvass of such election, 
and the candidate receiving the plurality of the votes cast for 
candidates for such office at such election shall be declared 
elected. The successor of any person so removed shall hold 
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office during the unexpired term of his predecessor, subject to 
removal as herein provided. The question of removal of any 
officer shall not be submitted to the electors until he shall have 
served at least six months of the term within which he is sought 
to be recalled. 


11. If a vacancy shall occur in the office of the official 
sought to be removed as aforesaid after the council has ordered 
a recall election for his removal as aforesaid, such election 
shall nevertheless proceed for the purpose of electing a suc- 
cessor to such officer in all respects as hereinbefore provided. 


Section 50. When Expense of Officer in Recall Election 
Shall be Repaid. If, at any such recall election the incumbent 
whose removal is sought is not recalled, he shall be repaid from 
the city treasury his actual and legitimate expenses for such 
election, but such sum shall not exceed fifty per centum of the 
sum which a candidate for such office is by law permitted to 
expend at any regular municipal election. 


Section 51. Removal by Recall Is in Addition to Other 
Methods of Removal. The method of removal herein provided 
is in addition to such other methods as may be provided by law 
for the removal of officers of cities. 


Section 52. Rule of Construction. The provisions of this 
article shall be liberally construed so as to promote the objects 
thereof; and every recall petition with the requisite number of 
signatures thereon, verified by affidavit as provided by this 
charter, shall be prima facie presumed to be sufficient. 


FRANCHISES. 


Section 53. Grants, Renewals and Extensions. No fran- 
chise to occupy any of the streets, alleys or public grounds of 
the city for the purpose of constructing and operating a public 
utility shall be granted, and no such grant shall be renewed 
or extended except by ordinance. Every such proposed grant 
and every proposed renewal or extension of such grant pro- 
vided by ordinance passed by the council, of which acceptance 
in writing by the applicant therefor has been filed with the 
clerk of the council, shall be subject to the referendum pro- 
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visions of this charter. No such proposed grant or proposed 
renewal or extension of such grant provided by ordinance 
passed by the council shall be declared, construed or held to be 
an emergency measure. 


Section 54. General Requirements of Ordinance. lHvery 
ordinance providing for such grant, renewal or extension shall 
prescribe the duration of such grant, renewal or extension; the 
kind and quality of service or product to be furnished and the 
rates, fares and charges to be made therefor; the manner in 
which the streets, alleys and publie grounds of the city shall be 
used and occupied; and any other terms and conditions con- 
sistent with this charter. 


Section 55. Grant Not to be Exclusive. No grant of fran- 
chise to construct, maintain or operate a publie utility and no 
renewal or extension of such grant shall be exclusive. 


Section 56. Limitation of Franchise. No grant to con- 
struct and operate a street railroad, or to renew or extend any 
such grant, shall be valid for a greater period than twenty-five 
(25) years from the date of such grant, renewal or extension. 


Section 57. Policemen and Firemen to be Carried Free by 
Street Railroad Company. Every ordinance granting a fran- 
chise to construct and operate a street railroad and every ordi- 
nance renewing or extending any such grant shall provide that, 
as one of the considerations for such franchise to construct, 
maintain or operate a street railroad, or to renew or extend any 
such grant, all policemen and firemen of the city when on duty 
and in uniform shall be carried free as passengers on any and 
all regular ears of such railroad. 


Section 58. Consent. No consent of the owner of prop- 
erty abutting on any highway or public ground shall be re- 
quired for the construction, extension, maintenance or opera- 
tion of any publie utility by original grant or renewal. 

Section 59. Termination of Additional Grants. Grants 
made to owners of existing franchises to operate and maintain 
public utilities in addition to such existing franchises, and of 
the same kind, shall be made to expire simultaneously with such 
existing franchises. 
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PUBLICATION. 


Section 60. Publication of Ordinances and Other Matters. 
All ordinances of a general nature or providing for improve- 
ments and all resolutions, proclamations, notices and other 
matters required by this charter or by law to be published shall 
be published in one daily newspaper, published and of general 
circulation in the city, except as provided in the next section; 
provided, that whenever the passage of more than one ordi- 
nance or resolution is required by law to complete the legisla- 
tion necessary to make and pay for any public improvement, the 
provisions of this section shall apply only to the first ordinance 
or resolution required to be passed, and not to any subsequent 
ordinance or resolution relating thereto. Publication of the 
matters aforesaid shall be made for the following number of 
times: Ordinances, resolutions, notices of sale of bonds, and 
notices required by law in reference to the proceedings relating 
to improvements to be paid in part by special assessments, once 
a week for two consecutive weeks; advertisements for bids for 
work and advertisements for sale or lease of real estate or 
for sale of personal property, once a week for not less than 
two nor more than four consecutive weeks; proclamations of 
elections, such number of times as provided by law; and all 
other matters, once. Notices of sale of bonds may be published 
also, in the discretion of the council, in not to exceed two 
newspapers or other periodicals published outside of the city. 


Section 61. Publishing to be Done by Contract. All such 
publishing in daily newspapers published and of general cir- 
culation in the city shall be done by contract, and the contract 
therefor shall be awarded by the council to the bidder offering 
to do such publishing at the lowest rate per square; provided. 
that the publishers of all such newspapers shall be invited and 
given an opportunity to submit sealed bids for such publishing. 
and that no such contract shall be for a period longer than 
one year; provided, further, that no bid for printing shall be 
accepted nor contract therefor made at a price in excess of 
the average bona fide commercial rate of the bidder; provided. 
further, that, if, in the opinion of the couneil, the bids sub- 
mitted for such publishing are collusive, unreasonable or un- 
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just, it shall reject all bids and again invite, and give oppor- 
tunity to, all such publishers to submit bids as aforesaid; and 
provided, further, that, if, in the opinion of the council, the 
bids received in pursuance of such second invitation are collu- 
sive, unreasonable, or unjust, or, in the event that no bids are 
received in pursuance of invitations to submit bids as pro- 
vided in this section, publication of the matters aforesaid may 
be made in such manner as may be provided by ordinance, 
either by posting copies thereof, or by printing the same in a 
publication to be published and distributed by the city. If 
two or more bidders offer to do such publishing at the same 
rate, the successful bidder shall be determined by lot. <A 
square shall be two hundred and forty (240) ems of the type 
used in printing such advertisements. All such advertising 
shall be set up in compact form, without unnecessary spaces, 
blanks or headlines, and printed in type not smaller than non- 
pareil. 


Section 62. When Publication of Ordinances in Book Form 
Sufficient. When ordinances are revised, codified, re-arranged 
and published in book form and certified as correct by the clerk 
of the council and the mayor, such publication shall be suffi- 
cient publication. Such revision and codification may be made 
under appropriate titles, chapters and sections. A new ordi- 
nance so published in book form which has not been published 
as provided in sections sixty (60) and sixty-one (61) of this 
charter and which contains entirely new matter shall be pub- 
lished as provided in said section. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


Section 63. Powers to be Exercised in Manner Provided 
by Law. The following powers, except as otherwise provided 
in this charter, shall be exercised by the city in the manner pro- 
vided by law for the exercise of such powers by cities: 

1. To levy taxes. 

2. To appropriate money arising from taxation and from 
other sources of revenue, and to transfer funds. 

3. To levy special assessments and to issue bonds, notes or 
certificates of indebtedness in anticipation thereof. 
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4. To borrow money and to maintain and protect a sinking 


5. To organize and maintain fire and police departments. 
6. To establish and maintain a firemen’s pension fund. 

7. To establish and maintain a police relief fund. 

8. To establish and maintain a sanitary police pension fund. 
. To annex territory to the city or detach territory 
therefrom. 
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10. To acquire proper‘: for public purposes by appropria- 
tion, and to sell or lease real estate or to sell personal property 
belonging to the city, when such real estate or personal prop- 
erty is not needed for any municipal purpose. 


11. To accept the dedication of, open, widen, narrow. 
straighten, extend, improve, change the grade or the name of 
or vacate streets or alleys. 


12. To approve maps or plats or subdivisions or additions 
to the city. 


Section 64. Municipal College or University. The power 
to establish, govern, conduct and control a municipal 
college or university may be exercised in the manner provided 
in this section. Such institution may be established by ordi- 
nance passed by the council, or by ordinance proposed by initia- 
tive petition as provided in this charter and approved by a 
majority of the electors of the city voting upon the same. If 
such institution shall be established, the ordinance establishing 
the same shall provide that the same shall be governed, con- 
ducted and controlled by a board of nine directors, consisting 
of the president of the institution, who shall be ex officio a di- 
rector thereof, and eight electors of the city appointed by the 
-mayor, two thereof for a term of two years, two thereof for 
a term of four years, two thereof for a term of six years, and 
two thereof for a term of eight years. Thereafter, as the terms 
of directors expire, the mayor shall appoint successors to such 
directors for terms of eight years each, and shall fill all vacan- 
cies in said board. Such directors shall serve without compen- 
sation, and shall have all the powers and perform all the duties 
conferred or required by law in the government of such institu- 
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tion and the execution of any trust with respect thereto imposed 
upon such institution. The ordinance establishing such institu- 
tion shall prescribe the terms and conditions of acceptance of 
any gift or grant of buildings, lands, securities, endowment 
funds, and other property of whatsoever nature that may be 
made to the city or to the board of directors of such institution 
for the purpose of establishing, supporting and equipping such 
institution. Any ordinance of the nature mentioned in this 
section that may be passed by the council shall be subject to 
the referendum provided in this charter. 


Section 65. Public Money to be Kept in Depositaries. 
All public money of the city shall be deposited in such banks 
and trust companies situated within Summit County, Ohio, as at 
competitive bidding for the use of such money shall be chosen 
as depositaries thereof. Any or all bids for the use of such 
money may be rejected. When there is reason to believe that 
there is collusion or combination among bidders, the bids of 
those concerned therein may be rejected, and thereupon bids 
may be received from and awards made to banks and trust com- 
panies within the State of Ohio situated outside of said county. 
The depositaries of all funds, including the sinking funds, shall 
be chosen by the council in the manner provided by ordinance, 
within the limits and upon the terms and conditions, not in 
conflict with this charter, provided by law. 


Section 66. Public Money Received to be Paid into Treas- 
ury Daily. All officers and employees receiving money belong- 
ing to the city shall pay the same into the city treasury before 
noon of the first business day after receipt of such money, and 
may be required by the auditor to submit therewith statements 
thereof in such form as he may prescribe. 


Section 67. Accounts of Public Utilities. The accounts of 
all public utilities owned and operated by the city and depend- 
ent for their revenue upon the sale of their products or services 
shall be kept separate and distinct from all other accounts of 
the city, and shall contain proportionate charges for all services 
performed for such utilities by other departments as well as 
proportionate credits for all services rendered. 
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Section 68. Officers to Serve Until Successors are Elected 
and Qualified. All elective officers provided in this charter, the 
auditor, and the solicitor shall serve until their successors are 
elected and qualified. 


Section 69. Official Bond and Oath. Except as otherwise 
provided in this charter, each officer of the city shall give bond 
in such sum as the council may determine. The requirements 
of such bond and the approval thereof and the effect of failure 
to furnish the same and the requirements with respect to the 
official oath to be taken by such officer and the effect of failure 
to take the same shall be as provided by law. 


Section 70. Appointments and Removals in Classified Civil 
Service. Officers and employees in the classified civil service 
of the city shall be appointed and discharged only in the man- 
ner provided by law, and all provisions of law relating to the 
classified civil service in cities and administration thereof shall 
be in full force and effect. 


Section 71. Existing Ordinances and Orders and Regula- 
tions of the Board of Health to Remain in Force. All existing 
ordinances of the city and all existing orders and regulations of 
the board of health not for the government of said board, but 
intended for the general public, not inconsistent with this 
charter, shall continue in force until amended or repealed by 
ordinance. 


Section 72. Corporate Seal. The corporate seal of the city 
shall be in the form provided by law. 


Section 73. Free Hospital Service. Unless the city, by 
establishing or acquiring a public hospital, or by aequir- 
ing an interest in a hospital organized in the city for 
charitable purposes, shall make provision for hospital service 
free of charge to such inhabitants of the city as are unable to 
pay for such service, the council shall, annually, levy and col- 
lect a tax, in the manner and within the limits provided by law, 
in such amount as it may deem necessary to pay the actual cost 
of such service, and pay the amount thereof to any private cor- 
poration or association which maintains or furnishes a free 
public hospital for the benefit of the inhabitants of the city, or - 
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free only to such inhabitants of the city as are unable to pay 
for such service; provided, that the amount of such payment 
shall not exceed the actual cost to such corporation or asso- 
ciation of such service and, provided, further, that the members 
of the council shall be permitted to attend all meetings of the 
board of trustees of such corporation or association. Such pay- 
ment shall be as and for compensation for the use and main- 
tenance of such hospital, and may be made upon such terms and 
conditions; not in conflict with this section, as may be provided 
by ordinance. The council shall require the treasurer of such 
corporation or association annually to make a financial report 
to the council setting forth all of the money and property which 
has come into his hands during the preceding year and the dis- 
position thereof, together with any recommendations as to the 
future necessities of such corporation or association. 


Section 74. Free Medical Dispensary and Department of 
District Nursing. The council shall provide and maintain a 
free medical dispensary and a department of district nursing 
and shall employ at least one trained nurse as supervisor 
thereof. 


Section 75. Public Playgrounds. The council shall, dur- 
ing at least ten weeks of each year within the months of June, 
July and August, maintain public playgrounds for children 
in at least five places within the city and provide equipment 
and trained supervisors for the same. 


Section 76. Hours of Labor on Public Work. Except in 
eases of extraordinary emergency, not to exceed eight (8) 
hours shall constitute a day’s work, and not to exceed forty- 
eight (48) hours a week’s work, for workmen engaged in any 
publie work earried on or aided by the city, whether done by 
contract or otherwise. The council shall by ordinance provide 
for the enforcement of the provisions of this section. 


Section 77. Appropriations for Defraying Expenses of 
Memorial Day. Upon the request of any post of the Grand 
Army of the Republic in the city, any camp of Spanish War 
Veterans therein, or any camp of Sons of Veterans therein, the 
council may appropriate annually to such post, to such eamp 
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or camps, or to any or all of them, a sum of money not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars in the aggregate to aid in defraying 
the expenses of observing Memorial Day. 


Section 78. Meaning of Certain Words. Unless some other 
meaning is manifest, the word ‘‘officer’’ as used in this charter 
shall be construed to apply only to the mayor, the councilmen, 
the directors, the auditor and the solicitor; the word ‘‘law”’ 
shall be construed to mean the general laws of the State of 
Ohio; the word ‘‘city’’ shall be construed to mean the City of 
Akron, Ohio; the word ‘‘elective’’ shall be construed as per- 
taining to election by the electors of said city; the word ‘‘and”’ 
may be read ‘‘or,’’ and the word ‘‘or’’ may be read ‘‘and,’’ if 
the sense requires it; and words in the present tense include a 
future tense, except when a more restricted meaning is mani- 
fest. 


AMENDMENT. 


Section 79. Amendment of Charter. Proposed amend- 
ments to this charter may be submitted to the electors of the 
city by a two-thirds vote of the council, and, upon petitions 
signed by ten (10) per centum of the electors of the city, set- 
ting forth any such proposed amendment, such proposed amend- 
ment shall be so submitted by the council. The percentage 
aforesaid shall be based upon the total vote east at the last 
preceding general municipal election, The ordinance provid- 
ing for the submission of any such proposed amendment shall 
require that such proposed amendment be submitted to the 
electors at the next regular municipal election, if one shall 
occur not less than sixty (60) nor more than one hundred and 
twenty (120) days after its passage; otherwise, it shall pro- 
vide for the submission of the question at a special election to 
be called and held within the time aforesaid. The clerk of 
council shall transmit to the deputy state supervisors of elec- 
tions of Summit County, Ohio, or their suecessors, a duly 
authenticated copy of such ordinance forthwith upon its 
passage, and, not less than thirty (30) days prior to such elee- 
tion, he shall mail a copy of such proposed amendment to each 
elector whose name appears upon the registration books of the 
last regular or general election held in the city. If such pro- 
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posed amendment is approved by a majority of the electors 
voting thereon, it shall become a part of this charter at the 
time fixed therein. 


SCHEDULE. 


Section 80. Date of Election for Submission of Charter to 
Electors. This charter shall be submitted to the electors of the 
City of Akron at an election to be held in the manner provided 
by law on the 28th day of August, 1913. 


Section 81. When Charter To Take Effect. lor the pur- 
pose of nominating and electing officers this charter shall take 
effect immediately upon its approval by the electors of the city 
at the election provided in the last preceding section, and the 
announcement of the official canvass of such election, and for 
all other purposes it shall take effect on the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1914. 

We, the undersigned, R. A. Myers, President, and E. D. 
Fritch, Secretary, respectively, of the Charter Commission of 
the City of Akron, in the State of Ohio, hereby certify that the 
foregoing was duly prepared and is hereby proposed by the 
said Charter Commission as a charter for the City of Akron.
